Preaching in Derry Cathedral on Sunday, 
the Dean of Derry said :—To-morrow, as you 
know, our Bishop will resign the high office 
which he has heid as the chief pastor of this 
united Diocese of Derry and Raphoe for 
almost twenty years. Next Sunday, by the 
direction of the Primate, two special 
rayers will be used hem, one for God's 
leasing on Bishop Chadwick in his retire 
ment, the other that a wise and faithtal 
man may be chosen to succeed him in the 
Government of this diocese. Bishop Chad- 
wick has served the Church of Ireland as 
priest and Bishop for over filty years, and 
daring that time it may be truly said that 
he gave the best energies of his well-trained 
mind to the service of the Church. Among 
his special gifte 1 may be allowed to notice 
his strong, clear intellect, and wonderfully 
retentive memory, which was combined with 
a corresponding gilt of eloquent, and often 
peetical, expression as those who were accus 
tomed to hear him preach from the pulpit 
can readily bear witness to. He-coald make 
his memory as clear and pointed as his re 
markably distinct and beautiful handuriting 
But now he is obliged by failimg health to 
lay down his charge here, and we shal) fitly 
pray that God may be with him in his retar 
ment, and that the evening of life may be 
peaceful and bright for him.
